Summary of L egidation: (Amended) This bill changes pharmacist intern and extern registration renewal
time frames. The bill specifies alocation of pharmacist licensure fees. It removes the expiration provision
that allows pharmaciststo refill prescriptionsin emergencies. Thebill also removesthe responsibility of the
State Police Department for the Controlled Substance Prescription Monitoring Program and assigns those
responsibilities to the Controlled Substances Advisory Committee and the Health Professions Bureau.

Effective Date: July 1, 2003.

Explanation of State Expenditures: (Revised) Controlled Substances Advisory Committee - Through the
Controlled Substances Advisory Committee, the Health Professions Bureau (HPB) currently funds the
administration of the Controlled Substances Prescription Monitoring Program. The HPB contracts with the
State Police Department to administer the program at a cost of approximately $102,000 from its General
Fund appropriation. Removing the Department’ sadministrative responsibility and shiftingit tothe Advisory
Committee would have no fiscal impact on the State Police Department.

This provision aso requires a portion of the controlled substance registration fees be deposited in the
Controlled Substances Data Fund, which currently exists as a dedicated fund (See Explanation of State
Revenues). Thiswould allow the HPB to use those fundsto cover the costs of the Program, thus eliminating
that expenditure from the HPB’ s appropriation from the General Fund.

Explanation of StateRevenues: (Revised) Pharmacist | ntern/Extern Registration - Thisprovision decreases
the length of time a pharmacist intern or extern registration is valid from six years to one year. It also
provides for the registration to be renewed by the Board for an additional year until an expiration date set
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by the HPB. Assuming the $10 fee does not change and the regi stration may be renewed for five additional
years, the Board would receive atotal of $60 per registration in fee revenue over six years. According to the
HPB, thereare 2,092 registered pharmaci st intern/externsasof October, 2002. If each of theseinterng/externs
renew their registrations every year for the next five years, an additional $104,600 in fee revenue would be
generated (or $20,920 would be generated annually). This money would be deposited in the state’ s General
Fund.

Pharmacist License Renewal Fee - This provision changes the structure by which the pharmacist license
renewal feeiscollected and allocated. Currently, the Board setsthe renewal feesunder administrative rules.
Thecurrent statute al so allowsthat a$10 fee may be collected, in addition to the renewal fee, to be deposited
in the Impaired Pharmacist Account. This bill eliminates the additional fee and instead requires the lesser
of the following amounts to be deposited in the Impaired Pharmacist Account: either 16% of the license
renewal fee; or the amount per licensethat is needed to operate the Impaired Pharmacists program. Because
license fees are deposited in the state’' s General Fund, any transfers would come from the General Fund to
the Impaired Pharmacist Account.

Currently, the HPB expends $35,000 annually to run the Impaired Pharmacist program. As of March 11,
2003, the Impaired Pharmaci st account had abalance of $215,533. If the cost of running the programremains
constant, the remaining balance in the Account would be sufficient to run the program for nearly six years.
(IC 25-26-13-30 provides a continuing appropriation of existing funds in the dedicated account for
administration of the Impaired Pharmacist program.) After the funds are depleted in this account, either of
the two amounts listed above would be transferred from the General Fund to the Impaired Pharmacist
Account, unlessthe HPB increasesthelicense renewal feeto offset the amount being transferred. Thefiscal
impact of this provision is dependent upon administrative action.

Controlled Substances Advisory Committee - This provision specifiesthat 16% of the controlled substances
registration feesareto bedepositedin the Controlled SubstancesDataFund. Currently, thefeesaredeposited
in the Pharmacist Account of the General Fund. The Controlled Substances Data Fund provides for the
operation of the Central Repository for Controlled Substances, which is responsible for the costs of the
Controlled Substance Prescription Monitoring Program.

A controlled substances’ registration, and renewal, for practitioners costs $60. The registration fee for
distributors, manufacturers, and for dispense, research, instruction, and chemical analysis, cost $100. The
HPB reports approximately 23,500 total controlled substances registrations. Sixteen percent of the revenue
generated from these registrations is approximately $118,000. If the number of registrations remains the
same, this amount would be redirected from the General Fund to the Controlled Substances Data Fund.
Conversely, the corresponding expendituresareal so being removed fromthe General Fund (See Explanation
of State Expenditures).

Penalty Provision - Under current law, pharmacists may refill a prescription for any drug in an emergency
if the pharmacist follows the procedure set in statute. The penalty for violating this procedureisaClass A
infraction. Thislaw isset to expire June 30, 2003, however, thisprovision removesthe expiration provision.
If the penalty does not expire, it could have the following fiscal impact. If additional court cases occur,
revenue to the state General Fund may increase if infraction judgments and court fees are collected. The
maximum judgment for aClass A infraction is$10,000 which isdeposited in the state General Fund. If court
actionsarefiled and ajudgment is entered, a court fee of $70 would be assessed. 70% of the court fee would
be deposited in the state General Fund if the caseisfiled in acourt of record or 55% if the caseisfiled in
acity or town court.
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If the penalty was | eft to expire, the threat of possible charges against the pharmacists would be eliminated
for such aviolation and the state would avoid potential costs.

Explanation of L ocal Expenditures:

Explanation of L ocal Revenues: (Revised) Penalty Provision - If additional court actions arefiled and a
judgment is entered, local governments would receive revenue from the following sources: (1) The county
general fund would receive 27% of the $70 court fee that is assessed in a court of record. Cities and towns
maintaining alaw enforcement agency that prosecutes at |east 50% of its ordinance violationsin acourt of
record may receive 3% of court fees. If the caseisfiled in acity or town court, 20% of the court fee would
be deposited in the county general fund and 25% would be deposited in the city or town general fund. (2)
A $3feewould beassessed and, if collected, would be deposited into the county law enforcement continuing
education fund. (3) A $2 jury feeis assessed and, if collected, would be deposited into the county user fee
fund to supplement the compensation of jury members.
